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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 17-24, 30 and 32-34 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 25-29 and 31, directed to the process 
of making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 5/23/2008 Is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
oxide possesses a surface area of at least 10 m^/g after calcination for 6 hours at 

1 150°C. The closest prior art, Aubert '306, teaches a mixed zirconium/cerium oxide

with a high surface area but does not specifically state the surface area after a 
calcination at 1 150°C. The general state of the art recognizes that the surface area of 
oxides such as zirconlum/cerlum oxides falls dramatically as the temperature of 
calcination Increases. An example In Aubert '306 teaches an example progression of 
surface areas to be 64, 49 and 13 m^/g at 900, 1000, and 1 100°C respectively, (col 10, 
lines 3-5) Anatoly '338 teaches a stable oxide structure which in the examples at best 
has a surface area of 9.79 m^/g (col 7, line 55) which Is close to but does not meet the 
claimed range of at least 10 m^/g. The declaration filed 1 1/9/09 demonstrates that the 
claimed surface area is not inherent to the composition of the oxide. The prior art does 
not teach or suggest that a zirconlum/cerlum/lanthanum/rare earth oxide with a surface 
area of at least 10 m^/g after calcination has been obtainable In the prior art. 

The process of making and using the composition found allowable and novel 
have been rejoined and also found allowable since they are directly dependent from the 
product claims. The scope of the claims for the process of making thus contains 
limitations necessary for the creation of an oxide with at least 10 m^/g after calcination 
at 1 150°C, with guidance from the specification.
